IN FEAR OF us LIFE, 


Kincaid Bad Been Repeatedly Threatened 
by the Kx-Congress man. 

Lovisvitiz, Ky., Feb. 28.—[Special.]—Jay 
F. Durham, District Passenger Agent of the 
Chesapeake and Ohio railway bere, was a 
Washington correspondent of the New York 
World at the time of the publication of the 
article which caused the bitter animosity of 
Taulbee toward Kincaid. He said in an in- 


terview tonight: 

„During tue time that I remained in Wash- 
ington after this occurrence, nearly a year, 
Taulbee evinced on every occasion the most 
bitter ana aggressive hostility against 
Kincaid. Frequentiy I have heard him say 
that he would ‘cut the wind’ of the 
young Kentucky correspondent. Taulbee 
had. a habit of saying to persons 
when Kincaid would be passing so that he 
could hear, that there went the scoundre! 
whom he ought to «ill. When the original 
publication was made, which, if I remember, 
was in December, 1887, I had numerous con- 
versations with Taulbee on the subject. He 
always manifested the most intense hatred 
toward Kincaid. He was voluminous in vile 
epithets toward the correspondent. 

„The original publication which brought 
forth the dispatch from Kincaid was printed 
in the old Washington uwblican and writ- 
ten, I think, by George H. Harries, now of 
the Washington Star. Harries nad refrained 
from the use of the ex-Congressman’s 
name, but those about Congress had 
only to read it to know that reference was 
made to the Kentucky Kepresentative from 
the mountain district. In the last session of 
the Fiftieth Congress, while Mr. Kincaid 
was sick and confined at the Gurfieid Hos- 
pital at Washington, I did his work on the 
Louisville dimes. In the discharge of 
those duties 1 naturally came in con- 
tact with Mr. Taulbee, Whenever the 
name of the mes was mentioned 
the ex-Representative would lift his 
powerful voice and denounce both the paper 
and the correspondent. At one of the inter- 
views I had with Taulbee, speaking of Kin- 
caid he said he was not done with him yet, 


“and continued by saying that if ever the cor- 
would 


reapondent crossed his path he 
kill, him. I was the friend of both 
gentle men and naturally attempted to 
reason with the Congressman to let 
the matter drop, that Kuincaid had 
done only what he thought was his journal- 
istic duty. Taulbee, I always thought, felt 
that Kincaid had been the cause of his polit- 
icai downfall in Kentucky, as theenature 
ot the publication was not such as to 
inspire confidence in the hearts of his con- 
stituents. As I understand it, Tauibee 
was going to be a candidate fur reélection to 
the Fifty-first or present Congress when Kin- 
caid ripped him up the back in the dispatch. 
I was in Kincaid’s office the morning when 
he paraphrased the Republicans article and 
heard him talking about it. In fact, it was 
the talk of the National Capital the morning 
of its publication. | 

“Kincaid was somewhat more severe in 
his dispatch than the article Harries had 
written. As the Washington correspondent 
would say he gave him à roast and placed a 

od-si quantity of ginger under him. 

aulbee consulted with is frieads of 
the Kentucky delegation in Congress as to 
what was the best course to pursue in the 
matter. He was advised, I think, by Sen- 
ator Beck, Representatives Breckinridge, 
McCreary, and others to let it pass by un- 
noticed. This view of it by his friends, I 
thought, settied Taulbee, as he showed signs 
of fight. He told me afterwards that

TRAVEL BLOCKED BY 


The Blizzard Piays Havee with Many of 
the Western Rall ways. 

Sr. Part., Minn., Feb. 28.—[Special.]—The 
storm which has been raging from Minnesota 
to che coast for the last three days reuched 
its climax yesterday, and proves to have 
been the most serious of the season so far as 
blocking railway traffic is concerned. Trains 
on Northern.Pacific were from ten to 
fifteefi hours late omg to the intense cold 
weather.

Spokane Faris, Wash., Feb. 28.—([Spe- 
cial.|—Instead of abating, the trouble with 
snow along the different ines of railroad 
running into this city seems to increase.

Dzs Moines, Ia, Feb, 8.—ff bj Eee 
Democratic plan of attack on Allison 
was pretty thoronghiy exposed in the House 
today. Just before opening of the ses- 
sion this morning the were furnished 
With a large number of petitions asking the 
elecwon of ex-Gov. Larrabeeas United States 
Senator in place of Allison. The petiuons 
were signed by people in different parts of 
the State and were directed to the Repyb- 
lican members principally. The pages were 
instructed to place them upon the desks of 
these members so. that they would 
find them when they took their 
seats. Fach ‘petition was a printed 
form which requested the members without 
regard to party to vute for William Larrabee 
for Unived States Senator to succeed Allison, 
and closed as follows: “And we hereby 
pledge ourseives to hoid each member of the 
Twenty-third General Assembly personally 
responsible for his vote upon this quesuon.” 

Naturally the members were at a loss to 
know where these petitions came from. An 
accident, however, solved the mystery. in 
the pile of petitions left on the desk of Rep- 
resentative Byérs of Lucas County was a 
letter that head eviaentiy been left there 
by mistake. It was addressed to F. W. 
Meyer, the party who has been peddling 
these petitions throughout the Stave, and 
stated that some objected to signing the peti- 
tions because the senténce quoted above 
sounded “too much like a threat.“ 

This showed that Mr. Meyer had been get- 
ing in his work, and it was finally ascer- 
tained that a young man named Ashby, who 
attained to some prominence during the last 
campaign through his letter on the Sena 
torial record of Mr. Hutchison, had brought 
the petitions to the House, and had them 
distributed. On the back of one of the peti- 
mons was the following indorsement, written 
by the party who had circulated it: Every 
Democrat would sooner see Larrabee Senator 
than Allison.“ 

SIGNED BY DEMUCRATS. 

This gave additional light in regard to the 
party affiliations of the signers, and the 
members began looking over the names. Mr. 
Ball of Jefferson announced that a petition 
left upon bis desk contained the names of 
one Republican and twenty Democrats, and 
that four of the signers had affixed @ cross 
for their signatures. 

Mr. Dolph of, Hardim said that the N 
of the names on tue petition on his des 
was of Democrats, and as he was not 
responsidie to them for his election he 
should bear the responsibility of his vote 
himself. 

Mr. Head‘of Greenesaid that the signatures 
to the petitions which Mr. Ashby had kindly 
placed upon his desk were mostly of people 
who disagreed with Mr. Larrabee in politics 
and he had never heard of their inodorsing 
Larrabee before. Abd so it kept on until it 
looked as though the Democrats had under- 
taken to dictate whom the Repubhean 
should vote for. It took nearly ali the morn- 
ing and a good part of the afternoon session 
to complete the cailing of the roll for 
the presentation of petitions, In the final 
round-up, in spite of the mysterious appear- 
ance of tne Larrabee petitions, Aliison was 
ahead for the day, the izures showing that 
the petitions indorsing him for reélection 
presented during the two sessions contained 
9,633 names, while the Larrabee petituons 
contained about:7,500 names. 

A number of petitions were presented in 
the Senate and there Allison was away 
ahead, baving the signatures of about 
8,000 voters to something over 800 for Larra- 
bee. Another deluge of petitions is expected 
in a day or two.

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A number of persons interested in postal 
telegraphy assembied in the -room of the 
House Post-Office Committee this morning to 
listen to Dr. Norvin Green, President of the 
Western Union Telegraph company. Dr. 
Green made a long speech, discussing the 
merits and demerits of the European govern- 
mental 
while in some iustances their charges were 
lower than those in the United States they 
were conducted at a loss. He presented a 
table showing that the domestic companies 
had 18,000 stations and hand led over 60,000,- 
000 messages annually, as against 53,000 sta- 
tions and 173,000,000 messages in the rest of 
the world. They had more than naif of tne en- 
tire mileage of the world. The Western 
Union controlled ten-elevenths of this busi- 
ness. Its stock wa» heid by 3.550 persons in 
the United States and 1,141 of them were fe- 
males. Dr. Green believed that the United 
States Government had no business with the 
management of che telegraph and could not 
manage it as cheaply. It vould not do it 
better and none of the senders of telegrams 
had asked it. A large class of telegraph 
users were stock brokers:and speculators. 
Were these the — who were to be pro- 
tected? Were siege the people in whose in- 
terest the people were tobe taxed? If the 
Government wanted to go into the telegraph 
business it shouid buy the lines outright. It 
should not seek te fix losing rates for exist- 
ing companies that would not be fair to the 
8,500 stockhoiders of the Western Union. 

To the broad question as to how the Post- 
master-General’s plan appeared to him as a 
business proposition, Dr. Green said that of 
course it could be carried out, but the busi- 
ness could not be done by the Government 
or a corporation at the rates proposed at a 
profit, and somebody would have to make up 
a deficiency. 

Representative Crain wisned to know why, 
if the bill was impracticable, Dr. Green ana 
representatives of the Postal Telegraph com- 
e both appeared here to contend against 


Dr. Green replied that it was a serious 
matter for them; they did not wish to be 
— in competition with the United States 

reasury; the Government could afford to 
bear a loss.

The civil-service investigation was resumed 
today. One of the charges against the com- 
mission considered today averred that Mr. 
Roosevelt secured the appointment of one 
Hamilton Shidy te a place in the Census 
Bureau when it was known that Shidy, as 
Secretary of the board of local examiners of 
the Milwaukee Post-Office, had persistently 
and repeatediy violated his oath of office in 
making false certifications and in not report- 
ing violations of the Civil-Service law. 

Mr. Shidy being called to the stand said 
he had filled the position of Secretary of the 
Local Examifing Board of the Milwaukee 
Post-Office until July, 1889. Nominaliy he 
had entire charge of the books and papers of 
the board, altheugh actually he had not be- 
cause the papers were not always in his pos- 
session. There were irregularities in the 
board in 1888. He did not report them to the 
Civil-Service Commission as it was his 
duty constructively to do, though not 
actually so, he contended, as de 
regarded his duty to the Post 
master to be paramount. It was made part 
of his duty as clerk under Mr. Paul, the 
Postmaster, to torture the records so as to 
make some of the certifications improperly. 
The certifications were not made to conform 
to the rules and regulations of the civil 
service, 

Witness expiained what was meant by tort 
uring the’ records. In the first place, he 
said, the Postmaster would make an appoint 
ment. Then he would have witness certify 
this name apd two other eligibles to him and 
he would select tne name of the person whom 
he had already appointed. 

Witness declared he had no ill-feeling 
whatsoever against Postmaster Paul. On 
cross-examination by the Civil-Ser vice Com- 
missioners the witness said he had never, on 
remarking an examinawon paper, put it ata 
higher per cent than the case would actuaily 
warrant. He declared he never sought to 
conceal the state of affairs in the Examining 
— but simply did not bring them to 

ght. 


Jan. 4, 1890, Indian Agent Leahy at the La 
Pointe Agency, Wis., in response to inquiries 
informed the Indian Bureau cfiicials by let- 
ter that the Chippewa Indians on the La 
Pointe Reservation were in a starving con- 
dition and that rations end clothing should 
be forwarded at once, In the course of his 
letter he says: 

, The thirty days’ rations should be provided at 
once, as many of these Indians are in a starving 
condition, especiaily the women and children, 
the aged, and otherwise feeble. 

Upon this representation a resolution was 
immediately passed by Congress appropri- 
ating $75,000 for the relief of the Indians. A 
quantity of the provisions and goods have 
already been purchased. Today tne Indian 
Commissioners received the following tele- 
gram from Special Agent Garner, who had 
been sent to the agency to assist in distrib- 
uting tne supplies: 

Agency Indians refuse to receive supplies or 
subsistence unless as a gratuity. No immediate 
necessity for making any vurchases. Instruc- 
tions requested. 

Agent Leahy telegraphed as follows: 

The Indians inform me that they will not mort- 
gage their land or pine for supplies. No supplies 
should be purchased, 

The Indian officials are unable to reconcile 
these statements and have referred the mat- 
ter to the Secretary of tre Interior for in- 
structions. The resolution , appropriating 
$75,000 provided that the Government should 
be reimbursed out of moneys hereafter 
realized out of land or timber now owned by 
the Indiaus seeking aid. , 


Another hearing was given this morning 
by the House Committee on Agriculture to 
the persons interested in the legislauon pro- 
posed to regulate the manufacture of lard and 
lard compounds and to place ine latter under 
the control of the Internal Revenue Bureau. 

Mr. W. J. Curtis, representing N. K. Fair- 
bank & Co. of Chicago, summed upfor the 
manufacturers of lard compounds and W. 
W. Kimball of Boston addressed the com- 
mittee on behalf of the promoters of the pro- 
posed legislation. ° 

Col. Brigham, Master of tne National 
Grange, addressed the committee briefly. 
He said the farmers believe they have suf- 
fered from the sale of adulterated and im- 
pure articles as honest lard, and they want 
to be protected by a law that will require the 
manufacturers of these articles to sell them 
for just what they are. 

Messrs. Rowland and Stewart of the Penn- 
syivania State Grange presented the resolu- 
tions of that body asking Congress to pass 
such law or laws as are necessary to secure 
to the people of this country pure food. In 
this petition, Mr. Curtis said, the refiners of 
lard heartily join. The committee then ad- 
jour ned.

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AN INJUNCTION FORBIDDING IT TO 
‘INTERFERS WITH QUOTATIONS. 

— ͤ— 
It Tries to u Around an Injunction 
| Agaiust Sending Quotations Out of the 
Beard of Trade Bulldinge—Judge Tuler 
Refused to Annul It— The Eales of the 
Board Under Discussion—Mr. Green Says 

The Board of Trade, represented by its 
legal adviser, A. W. Green, made a violent 
wriggle . in its attempt to squirm 
out of the gras p of the injunction for ing 
it to interfere’ with the dispatching of mar- 
ket quotations from the Board of Trade 
Buiiding to outside concerns. The wriggle 
was disguised under the form of a motion to 
amend the injunction. It was presented 
with masterly grace by Mr. Green to the 
Chancery Judges of the Circuit Court set- 
ting en bancia Judge Tuley’s court. The 
Judges, however. knew a wriggle when they 
saw one. The struggle was a brief one, with 
the Board of ‘Trade playing the part of the 
under man from the start. The only result 
was a probable increase in the watchfuiness 
ofthe Judgesin respectto future proposi- 
tions of the board. 

The modification asked for was tne addition 
to the injuncuon as it now stands of a clause 
providing that the injunction should remain 
in force as long as the Board of Trade con- 
tinues to collect the market informauon and 
supplies it to any persons or corporations, 
and as long as the complainants shall pay 
such compensation for such information as 
may be fixed therefor by general rule, appli- 
cabie to all persons and rations alike, 
and shall conform to all nable and 
proper rules and requirements in regard to 
such supply of market information.“ 

TOO BROAD. 

In presenting his motion Mr. Green claimed 
that the injunction was too broad, in that the 
Board of Tratie was compelied by it to con- 
tinue its collections of quotations or run the 
risk of being hauled up by the court for con- 
tempt, and thm the injunction had the force 
of a mandamus, compeiling the board to go 
on supplying its quotations to the public 
without the power of coliecting payment 
therefor, or of making rules governing their 
distribution. 

“Memberships.” said Mr. Green, “nom- 
mally worth 610, 000, through the influence 
of this injuaction, have come to be peddiea 
about the streets for $700. And why is this? 
Because a non-member gets the advan- 
tages of die quotations without the 
payment of membership fees, and is 
therefore better off than the member. 
The public have gained the impression—un- 
founded as the record shows—that this court 
is protecting the bucket-shops. Not one 
dealer in grain has come into court in de- 
half of this injunctuon. And why? Because 
legitimate coacerns have never had any 
difficulty in securing quotatiors.“ 

“This motion is practically the same as 
that of July 12,” asserted Henry Decker, 
representing the plaintiffs, wnich was dis- 
missed by the court without prejudice. The 
board must offer a new and fair rule in ro- 
gard to the handling of its quotations before 
it can in justice ask for any modification of 
the injunction.” 

After a brief whispered consulta uon with 
his colleagues, Judges Horton and ny 
Judge Tuley announced that the court woul 
not amend the injunction until the board 

a bona-fide rule of action, one which 
would not be set asude a few days later, and 
presented it to the court. 

RULES OF THE BOARD. 

It is true,“ he said, that the public have 
gained the impression that this court 1s pro- 
tecting the bucket-shops. The Board of 
Trade is largely responsible for that. But in

The Fidelity and Casusity Company Incurs 
a Glass Manufacturer“ Eamity. 

New Yorn, Feb. 28.—(Special.]—The Fi- 
delity ana Casualty Insurance company of 
No. 216 Broadway appears to have incurred 
the enmity of a Chicago plate glass insurance 
company, and State’s-Attornéy Longenecker 
of Chicago is after the “scalp” of the former 
concern with a view, owing to alleged irreg- 
ularities, of winding up ite affairs in that 
State.

There is to be such a distribu- 
taon of the products of the industrious that 
no lazy man or woman will suffer. The ne- 
cessity of escaping from starvation is now 
the only motive which makes many work. 
Remove that, assure them they will be fed 
whether they work or not, and the number 
of drones will be increased a hundredfoid. 
That form of society which takes away the 
stimulus of need and of gain will throw on 
a few who toil the support of the entire com- 
muaity. 


THE FAIR IS NOT FOR CHICAGO ALONE. 
It has been suggested by various individ- 
uals that the World's Fair should be eum up 
into chunks and one given to each division of 
the city. They want something at Lincoln, 
something at Garfleld. and something at 
Jackson Park, and the remainder on the 
Lake-Front. They say that in this way “the 
convenience of every partof tne city was be 
consulted.” 

It is hard to say how they got this singular 
impression that the Exposition is to be solely 
for the profit of the residents of this city. 
That is not the case. Such was not the im- 
pression of the House of Representatives 
when it voted to select Chicago for tne site. 
It was the understanding of that body that 
it was the pleasure of the guest, not the host, 
that was to be looked after; that Chicago 
was designing to give the Fair not for the en- 
tertainment and instruction of its own peo- 
ple alone, but for those of the United States, of 
this continent, of the world. Had the House 
believed that the city had any lower and 
meaner aspirations 157 members never would 
have voted for it. 

The comfort and convenience of Chicago- 
ans, the conflicting claims of Divisions, can- 
not be considered for a moment. If the 
wishes of sections of the city are to be chief- 
ly regarded, why not go a step farther and 
give a slice of the Fair cake to each ward. 
The Tweifth would like it, and the Twenty- 
fourth would not object. That would make a 
little “‘boom’’ in each ward. Nobody outside 
of Chicago knows anything of North, West, 
and South Divisions.’ Strangers have heard 
only of the great Western City which is in- 
viting them to attend the Exposition which 
it purposes giving for the benefit of the 
whole country. 

It is true that those who are making these 
suggestions have not the authority to carry 
them out, and those who have the power 


they tend to create the impression abroad 
that the city is looking out more for its own 
people than its guests. That idea should 
never be suffered to gain a foothold. It must 
be stated at all places and on ail occasions 
that Chicago, fully understanding and ap- 
preciating the honor of the distinction con- 
ferred on it by Congress, will keep all 
thoughts of self in the background and iabor 
to give a Fair for the sole benefit of those 
who may come here to attend it.

This certainly is quick confirmation of Tue 
Trisune’s statement to the effect that in 
other States than Iowa Boies would hardly 
be accepted as a Jacksonian Democrat over 
whose victory Bourbons might properly grow 
hilarious. Until a few years ago Mr. Boies 
was a Republican, and itis not unlikely he 
would be voting the same ticket now had it 
not been for disaffection on the prohibition 
issue. If Mr. Boies had depended on Demo 
cratic support alone he would never have 
had occasion to deliver an inaugural address, 
and he well knows that the votes which 
elected him came from anti-prohibition Re- 
publicans who availed themselves of the 
privilege of an “off year” to express their 
dissatisfaction with the prohibitory policy.

Boies 
was the only man on the Democratic ticket 
who was pulled through by Republican votes. 
All the candidates on the Republican ticket 
were elected except the nominee for Gov- 
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never will; but they sound unpleasant and |

UNCLE SAM'S FARM. 

Up to the close of the last fiscal year the 
United States had received about $300, 000,000 
from the sale of lanas, and the total expendi- 
tures for purchases and cessions, surveying 
and sale, ete., had exceeded that amount by 
$22,600,000. But against that debit there 
were about 780,000,000 acres of land in the 
possession of the Government, exclusive oi 
Alaska. The value of this remaining part 
of the public domain is estimated at nearly 
$1,000,000,000, being a large ‘item on the other 
side of the National balance sheet, in which 
every man, woman, and child in the United 
States has an equitable interest of about $15. 

Most of this land is, however, outside of 
the region at. present under cultivation. 
Nearly all of it lies west of tne hundredth 


arid region, which passes through the west- 
ern part of the Dakotas, Nebraska, and 
Kansas. A greatdeal of it will never be 
cultivated, at least not by present known 
methods, but itis estimated that sume 15,- 
000,000 acres can be reciaimed by means of 
artificial irrigation and become twice as 
productive as landswhich are dependent 
upon the natural rainfall. The question has 
recently been raised, How can this desir- 
able result be attained? It is partly 
answered ina pamphlet by Mr. Nimmo Af 
Washington, telling what has already been 
achieved in that direcuon and treating it as 
an earnest of future development, which 
perhaps soon will be absolutely necessitated 
by the steady spreading out of our popula- 
tion towards the setting sun. 

About 7,000,000 acres have ulready been re- 
claimed in California, Arizona, Colorado, 
Wyoming, idaho, Utah, and Montana, and 
works are already projected or in progress 
for cultivating by this means more than 
8,000,000 acres in New Mexico, in the valieys 
of the Rio Grande and Pecos Rivers. Consid- 


Dakotas. The extension of the work to 
include all the land available will include 
sufficient for the agricultural area of 
a mighty empire, and enable farm- 
ing to be carried on over the who of that 
vast area with a certainty of results to which 
present agricultural operators are strangers. 
It is estimated that the supply can be brought 
from the mountains at an average cost of not 
more than $2 per acre, while the increase 
over average results now obtained in the 
Mississippi Valley will be much miore than 
that. Some are even so enthusiastic as to 
claim that production can by this means be 
doubled, and point to what has already been 
achieved in the valley of the Great Salt Lake 
and elsewhere in support of the claim. They 
say that the ability to control the supply of 
water, using it when needed and only then, 
confers an immense advantage, to which 


amount of sunshine that falls to the lot of 
those areas which are visited by the muni- 
mum of rain. 

The changes hera foreshadowed can, how- 
ever, only be brought about by extensive 
changes in the laws which regulate the pos- 
session of land. The ‘‘riparian rights“ feat- 
ure, which was imported to this country as a 
part of the common law of England, is well 
adapted to a land where the rainfall is abun- 
dant, as it requires that running water shall 
flow in its natural channelg and thus reach 
the land of each owner unimpaired in quality 
and undiminished in quantity. But it pre- 
sents a solid barrier to the agricultural de- 
velopment of a country which depends on ir- 
rigation tor its fertility. This important 
point is already met by legislation in some of 
the States, but there is still another aues- 
op looming up as a distinctive feature of 
supply 4arried from one State to another. 
This may present problems much more vexed 
than any that have yet arisen in the manage- 
ment of railroads under the Inter-State Com- 
merece law. But that forms no good reason 
against hoping for an ultimately satisfactory 
solution. When the use of these lands is 
absolutely demanded for the food support of 
the peopie they will contrive somehow to 
agree on the matter, and may be trusted to 
do so with the least possible amount of fric- 
tion. Meanwhile it is pleasant to know that 
there is such an immense reserve in hand to 
meet the wants of the future. 


THE {ISTHMUS CANALS. 

The reports from the Panama Canal Com- 
mission which have reached this country 
from Paris, though unofficial, are confirmed 
from so many outside sources that they may 
be accepted as authentic. The Commission- 
ers find that only three-tenths of the work 
has been done, and that the part of the ditch 
already dug is fast filling up with sand. 
They also find, what erican engineers 
have ali along declared, the canal cannot 
be made on the sea-level plan.

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If reports are correct one disputed point 
between this country and Canada bas been 
settled, It is given out, unofficially of course, 
that Sir Julian Pauncefote and Mr. Blaine 
have succeeded in negotiating an agreement 
by which Great Britain witndraws from her 
contention as to Behring Sea, upon the 
agreement of the Unitea Staves to pay dam- 
ages for the Canadian seal pirates which 
have been seized and for their catch and 
equipments which were confiscated, the con- 
cession being made by the United States be- 
cause it has never tormally potsfied the Euro- 
pean Powers that Behring Sea is a mare 
clausum. If this be true the American con- 
cession is a slight one as compared with the 
English concession that the United States 
has the right to prevent: seal piracy in 
Behring Sea, that the poachers cannot carry 
on their operations without risk of seizure, 
and that American control is not limited by 
the three- mile line. It is not safe as yet to 
assume definitely that this agreement has 
been made, but if it nas it 1s a British sur- 
render and a diplomatic victory for this 
country. 

Meanwhile the negotiations as to the At- 
lantic fisheries are still pending, with pros- 
pects for an amicable adjustment. It may 
be taken for granted that no settlement will 
be made on the basis of the one-sided treaty 
negotiated by Bayard end Minister West. It 
is more likely that thére will be some defini- 
tion of the mutual rights of the two countries, 
somewhat on the lines of the treaty of 1818. 
This should not bea difficult matter. Do as 
you would be done by is a safe rule to follow. 
Give to American vessels in Canadian waters 
and ports the same rights that Canadian 
vessels have in American waters and ports 
and there will be no trouble. That will bea 
moral reciprocity that will cover the whole 
case. The conditions of the fishing business 
themselves have now made it easily possible 
te come to a permanent modus vivendi, The 
whole trouble has grown out of the macker- 
el fisheries, Cod and haddock are taken on 
the Grand Banks and do not. igure in the 
controversy, Mackerel hav@ followed the 
coast lines in their annual mifrauons from 
Virginia along the Atlantic up to New- 
foundiand, but they have disappeared 
and are no longer tobe found in paying quan- 
tities, and with them are disappearing the 
mackerel-catchers that used to swarm along 
the Canadian coasts. They have gone down 
to the Cape of Good Hope, where Atrican 
mackerel are plentiful, and the invoices re- 
ceived at Provincetown are reported to be equa 
in all respects to the American fish. They 
have also gone to Puget Sound and Behring 
Sea and are harrying the coasts of Norway 
in search of the fugitives. The mackerel 
themselves have removed the most formid- 
able obstacle in the way of settlement by 
taking unto themseives fins and fiying away, 
and unless Great Britain is foolish enough to 
draw a three-mile line of the elastic Kanuck 
sort along her South African coast the fish-

EXTENDING THE PACIFIC RAILROAD 
DEBTS. 

The bill extending the debts of the Pacific 
railroads and which has been accepted by 
the officers of the Union Pacificas entirely 
agreeable to them will come up in the Sen- 
ate next week as a special order. The report 
accompanying the bill appears to have the 
unanimous approval of tne Senate Special 
Committee on Pacific Railroads and itis adoc- 
ument which may well serve to illustrate the 
declaration of H. V. Poor, the railroad stat- 
istician, to the effect that the Government 
“of the United States is not capable of con- 
| The report of the Sen- 
ate committee does not show any disposition 
whatever to assert the rights of the Govern- 
mentagainst the Pacific roads and ap- 
pears to have been written in the in- 
terests of the Pacific railroad ring only. 
If the Senators were the retained lobbyists 
of the Pacific roads they could not labor 
with greater zeal to strain every point 
againat the Government and make it appear 
that the debts owing to the Federal Treasury 
should be settled only in the way the corpo- 
rations in default say will be entirely agroe- 
able” to them. 

The Government has been outwitted and 
swindled in every transaction it has had 
with che Pacific roads, and it would seem 
that in dealing with these curporations Sen- 
ators ought by this time to show a little wis- 
dom born of experience. They know that 
the Pacific railroads have never respectea 
any obligations which they owed the Gov- 
ernment when it was to their interest to 
break them, and yet the Senators are 
strangely willing to accept fresh promises 
made oniy to cajole and defraud. It was in 
this same fashion that Congress was led into 
the stupendous blunder of changing the first 
lien on the Union Pacific to a second lien; 
but when that was done the late Gov. Wash- 
burn of Wisconsin charged on the floor that 
$500,000 of boodle had been distributed in 
Congress. No one undertook w deny the 
charge and no committee was appointed to 
investigate. If now the debts of the Pacific 
railroads are to be extended and the Govern- 
ment defrauded just as it was when a second 
lien Was substituted for a first Senators and 
Congressmen who support the scheme may 
expect to face ugly questions and have diffl- 
ulty in getting their names expunged from 
political blacklists, 

In the opinion of the Senate committee the 
Government can make no demands on the 
Pacific roads, but should permit these cor- 
porations to fix their ownterms for the 
payment of the debts they owe to the U nited 
States. With a remarkable faculty for see- 
ing one side only the committee declares that 
the building of branch lines has been a bene- 
fit to the Pacific roads, as though that was an 
excuse for the unlawful diversion of funds 
which should have been paid into the United 
States Treasury. Yet the committee has no 
difficulty in determining that the Govern- 
ment bas no lien on branch lines built with 
money beionging to it and unlawtully di- 
verted from its Treasury. Similarly tne 
committee concludes that the railroad prop- 
erty would be useless in the handsof the 
Government, because if it should foreclose 
and take possession it would have lines end- 
ing in the air and with the terminal facilities 
under an independent private ownership. It 
does not occurto the committee to inquire 
whether as these terminal facilities were 
acquired by the unlawful diversion of funds 
owing to the Government, the United. 
States has not a valid lien against them. 
Under the act of 1878 the Government has a 
lien on the assets, net earnings, and proper- 
ties of the Union Pacificand must therefore

THE CONTESTED ELECTION CASES. 

The House is. making good progress in un- 
seating Democrats occupy'ng seats to which 
iney are not entitled. Both Smith and At- 
kiusoa, Republican coatestants from West 
Virginia—fairly elected and so shown upon 
the face of tne returns in each case, but de- 
frauded in their right by a Democratic Gov- 
ernor, himself the beneficiary of fraud—have 
been seated. The Democratic members in 
the Atkinson case went through tne farce of 
declaring themselves iegislatively absent 

‘while physically present and taxing part in 
the discussion. 

The margin of majorities was smallin the 
West Virginia cases. In the next case which 
is likely to come up before the committee on 
an honest vote freely cast ana fairly counted 
the Republican contestant would have been 
elected by an overwhelming majority. The 
case comes from the Third Mississippi Dis- 
trict, James E. Hill, Republican, contesting 
the seat which T. C. Catchings has stolen 
from him. Of the twenty-eight seats 
stolen from the Republicans in the 
cotton States, including one 8 also 
in Tennessee (the Tenth District), 
this is one of the clearest and most outrag- 


ping | 


| eous thefts. There are in the Third Missis- 


sippi District $4,602 Votes, and the average 
Republican majority in an honest election 
would be somewhere between 12,000 and 
14,000 votes. At the Congressional election, 
which was conducted on the most approved 
Mississippi Democratic methods, Catchings 
recéived 11,624 votes and Hill but 4.618. 
There were 18,455 votes that disappeared al- 
together. The Mississippi methods affect 
figures m many strange ways. Catchings’ 
alleged majority last fall was 7,011, but at 
the Presidential election Cleveland had 8,202 
and Harrison 7,924 votes. Is Catchings nine- 
teen times as popular as Cieveland was in 
that district? The real secret of this jug- 
glery with figures is to be found in the 
methods. At the solid Republican precincts 
no election was held. In the others Repub- 
lican votes were taken out of the ballot- 
boxes by fistfuals and Democratic ones 
were substituted. The Federal Supervisors 
could not change results, as they were 
quietly invited to leave the polla, 
and when they declined were forced 
away. The contestant in this case isa col- 
ored man. He is reported to be a bright, 
able man and one who will make a useful 
member. As he is clearly entitled to the seat 
out of which he has been cheated why should 
he not have it? If a Democrat were contest- 
ing his seat from a district m a Northern 
State, and could show that he had been 
swindled out of severai thousand votes, he 
would get it. There would be no Republican 
opposition to it. Why then should there be 
any Democratic opposition to the claim 
which Hill makes for the return of his stolen 


property: 


Ir is stated that the Special Committee on 
Railroads of the Council bas been “ carried 
by storm by a propomtion that the railroad 
companies shail elevate their tracks between 
the city limits and Western ana Chicago 
avenues and Twenty-second streét, the via- 
duct system to remain unaltered within these 
inner lines. If the Aldermen were carried 
away by a wild wave of enthusiasm when 
they listened to this suggestion they must 
be an exceedingly impressionable lot, y 
to shout “eureka” on slight provocation. 
The railroad men will prove to be made of 
sterner stuff. They will not fancy the idea 
of making their roads humpbacked and of 
hauling in and out freight up hill with a con- 
séquent expenditure of power. The North- 
western people will not smile at 
the idea of climbing up a. seven- 
foot hill at Western avenue that they 
may run down a similar hill three miles 
further west. While it will not ¢ost the 
roads which have tracks running into the 
Stock-Yards as much to elevate them and 
their yards seven feet as it would fourteen, 
it will cost them so much that they will ask 
to be excused. It is a simple matter to talk 
of sinking each street seven feet where it 
runs under one of these elevated ways, but 
itis not simple to destroy the whole sewer- 
age system of the city in sodoing. It will 
not be simple to go through one of these cuts 
after a heavy summer déluge of rain, with 
no drainage possible, especially in the low- 
lying southwestern part of the city, for they 
will be full of water which cannot run off. 
When the railroads come to figure ous what 
it will cost them to raise their tracks and to 
sink the streets which pass under them, 
they will beg to be allowed to build viaducts 
and pay land damages rather than foot the 
colossai bilis this scheme would load on them. 


Prion to the election last November the 
Election Commussioaers decided that they 
had the right to grant removal certificates 
and that it was not necessary for voters to 
go to the judges of the old precincts, often 
far from those into which they had moved, 
to get these necessary documents. Only a 
few, however, learned of the decision of the 
Commissioners, and thousands who had 
moved from one precinct to another pre- 
ferred to lose their yotes rather than be put 
to the bother of goimg to the judges of the 
precincts whence thay had removed for cer- 
tificates.

A PRETTY ROMANCE WITH A MORAL. 


Commenced. in a Court-Room It Will End 
This Morning as It Began. 

A pretty romance which was begun in a 

court-room in 1888 will come to a sadly 

realistic end this morning as it commenced— 


in a court-room. 

In October of that year Gustave Rogge, a 
German, was on trial in Judge Coulins’ court 
on a charge of murdering Michael Horbster 
at No. 149 West Jackson street the June 
previous. One of the constant visitors at 
the trial was Miss Emma Doda and she was 
fascinated by the man charged with murder. 
She sent him flowers, notes, and in other 
ways showed her admiration for the prisoner. 

Oct. 8 the jury brought in its verdict. 
Rogge was found guilty of manslaughter and 
sent to the penitentiary fortwoyears. After 
the sentence Miss Dodd expressed a desire to 
be married to the condemned man and Judge 
Collins accommodated the couple. The hus- 
band left for the prison and the wife began 
an untiring effort to have her spouse released. 
She enlisted tne sympathies of Judge Collins, 
and through his efforts, she says, secured 
a year’s commutation of her hus- 
band’s sentence. Oct. 18 last he was 
released, and the wedded pair began a brief 
honeymoon, afterwards taking apartments 
at No. 3351 State street, where Mrs. Rogge is 
matron of the kindergarten connected with 
Dr. Lorimer’s church, and where she is also 
in charge of a branch of the Woman's Chris- 
tian Temperance Union. 

Last right Mrs. Rogge had her husband 
arrested on a charge of making threats to 
kill her. He was locked up at the Harrison 
Street Station. She says that during der four 
months of married life her husband has made 
a dozen attempts to kill her. She says that 
he bas driven her out of the house at the 
point of a knife, and that he made an effort 
to asphyxiate her by turning on the gas in 
her room. Shecould stand his threats no 
longer, she says, and therefore had him 
locked up. The last chapter of the romance 
—though a second volume of realism may fol- 
low—will be read this morning in a second 
court-room. 


IT wag A “COMEDY OF ERRORS,” 


L. F. Boyte and the International Con- 
struction Company Bary the Hatchet. 

There is a good deal of heavy litigation in 
Chicago, and it is never a matter of surprise 
when cases involving millions are spread 
upon the records of our courts. A few days 
ago a suit was begun by Lawrence P. Boyle, 
the well-known lawyer, against the Inter- 
natuonal Construction company, which re- 
veaied the fact that Chicago enterprise is co- 
extensive with the continent. 

This company was organized about a year 
ago and with large grants of land and money 
from the Mexican Government started out 
on a crusade of civilization in Northern and 
Western Mexico, proposing with railroads 
and other works to develop that virgin coun- 
try which stretches from the Rio Grande to 
the ific. 

Among others who were interested in the 
movement from tne start were B. C. Faurot, 
the Lima (Ohio) capitalist, and Mr. Boyle. 
Mr. Fatrot is well known throughout the 
country, and no less than he is Mr. Boyle 
known as a “hustier” in matters of busi- 
ness. 

Some time ago the company opened offices 
in Chicago with an organization in which 
neither of the two gentlemen above named 
were officers. As it turned out, the business 
in the office was conducted in an extremely 
loose manner by the officials, and when 
things had reached a stage where the books 
of the company began to resembie the shaggy 
Mexican wilderness in which operations 
were to be carried on, Mr. Faurot thought it 
was about time to take a band in the man- 
agement. This was not a difficult. matter, and 
when he secured time from his banking and 
other business there was a reorganizauon 
which made him President of the company. 

The books and accounts were here in Chr 
cago, while Mr. Faurot lives in Lima. In 
order to more conveniently get at the true 
inwardness of the double-entry system he 
discontinued the office in Chicago and moved 
the establishment to Lima. 

One day about two weeks ago Mr. Boyle 
happened to thing that he was interested in 
the Internawuomal Construction company, 
and, visiting the office on Jackson street, he 
was confronted by a howling vaeancy. This 
set him to thinking seriously, and tne more 
he thougbt the hotter he got under the collar. 

After a season of laborious logic he 
came to the conclusion that a let- 
ter to Mr. Faurot at Lima demand- 
ing information would be about tne right 
taing asa preliminary step, and the letter 
was written.

HARD ON THE SUBURBANITES, | 


Time That Will Be Made According to the 
Rock Isiand’s Schedule. 

The new time-table of the Rock Island rail- 
road will be issued early next week. It will 
be of especial interest to suburban residents, 
as ali trains are scheduled to run at a maxi- 
mum rate of ten miles an hour within the 
city limits. The running time to South En- 
glewood Junction 1s now about forty min- 
utes. Under the new arrangement it will 
take an hour and ten minutes to cover the 
same distance, one hour: being the actual 
running time and ten minutes the allowance 
for stops.

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New Von, Feb. 28.—(Special.}—Two Bs oer 
were played in the handicap dalk-line iard 
tournament at Chickering Hall today.

‘DEATH BRAVELY ON THE GALLOWA

That He Did Not Kill Bis Wife and 
Daughters, but Hired Persons to Put 
Them Out ofthe Way—Bigtory of the 
Awfal Crime and the Riot It Caused—A 
Parting Warning to Au Friends from 
the Scaffold. 5 
BInXIxnax, Ala., Feb. 28.— [Special.] — 
Richard S. Hawes, the infamous murderer of 
his wife and two daughters, expiated his 
crime on the gallows here today. For two 
hours before the hanging the streets and al- 
leys about the jail were crowded with 5,000 
people. The high jail fence cut off all view of 
the gallows, but everybody appeared to be 
desirous of being on band when Dick was 


hanged. 

Hawes slept well last night, and was per- 
fectly calm this morning. He enjoyed his 
breakfast, and was very calm while dressing 
for his execution and marched upon the gal- 
lows platform with a firm tread at 12:25. 
He was aréssed in a black suit, was clean 
shaven, and looked very handsome. When 
asked if he had anything to say the con- 
demned man replied that he had made a writ- 
ten statement of his crime which contained 
nothing but the truth, and he wanted the 
people to know that he was not dying witht a 
lie in his mouth. 

Hawes’ voice did not quiver as he spoke, 
nor did nis frame trembie. A death-likesi- 
lence followed his last sentence, which was 
broken by a fervent prayer by one of the 
ministers present. 

Hawes then had short conferences with 
several friends. At 12:55 he signaied the 
Sheriff to proceed with the execution. The 
handcuffs were adjusted, the arms and legs 
were bound, and the rope was placed about 
the prisoner’s neck. While the knot was be- 
ing arranged Hawes called out: Boys, let 
liquor and vile women alone. You see what 
they have brought me to.” Then the cap 
was adjasted. The Sheriff counted three, 
and the trap was sprung at 12:59. A shout 
went up from the crowd outside. Hawes’ 
neck was broken and his body was cut down 
at 1:08. He was immediately placed in a cof- 
fin and the remains were turned over to the 
deceasea’s brother, Jim Hawes, who took 
them to Atlanta this evening for interment 
in the family burial ground. | 

Hawes’ written confession was ihtrusted to 
the keeping of his lawyer, E. T. Tallifferio, 
with instructions to keep it secret until pub- 
lished in book form. It will then be sold for 
the benefit of Willie, Hawes’ 5-year-old son. 
The statement covers 47 pages of foolscap 
closely written. The substance of the story 
has come to light, but not through Tallifferio. 

o tells the story of his life and declares that 
all went well until his wife became aadicted 
to whisky. He says he did not kill his wife 
or children, but paid to have it done. John 
Wyly, the conductor from Atlanta, and 
Fannie Bryant did the work, he deciares. 

None of the victims were struck, or beaten, 
or shot. They were imtoxicated by Wyly 
and Fannie, ana Irene and her mother were 
induced to go to Lake View late Saturday 
night, Dec. 1, 1883. Both were se drunk they 
submitted to the tying of weights around 
their feet, neck, and waist. They were then 
put in a boat and rowed to the middle of the 
lake, where they were thrown overboard. 
Hawes hoped May had been too drunk to re- 
alize What was happening in the house, but 
next day she impiied she understood the 
case. If so she too must go. Hawes says he 
got her drunk Monday night and turned her 
over to John Wyly. He rode out on the 
dummy part of the way with wry, but got 
off before the lake was reached. yly also 
did the work with May. Hawes said he ex- 
pected pardon from on high and was not 
afraid to die. He has been praying a good 
deal recently. 

Little confidence is placed in Hawes’ story, 
however, and the great murder is still an un- 
solved mystery. 

HISTORY or THE CRIME. 

Dec. 4, 1888, the body of a pretty, neatly- 
dressed giri of about 8 years of age was 
found floating in the artificial lake at East 
Lake, an attractive park about six miles 
from Birmingham. The little body was re- 
moved to the city and an inquest was held by 
tne Coroner. Thousands of people viewed the 
remains that oay, but none of them knew 
the child. The narrative of the . horrible 
find was fully set forth in the papéfs of the 
city, but it was not until the following after- 
noon that a butcher named Franklin identi- 
fied the child as May, tne littie daughter of 
R. R. Hawes, a locometiye engineer on the 
G. P. railroad. Later on Fannie Bryant, a 
mulatto woman who worked about the Hawes 
cottage, recognized the child. During the 
afternoon the Bryant women was put 
on the witness-stand by the Coroner. 
She testitied that she knew Hawes, his wif 
and their littledaughters May and I 
infant son Willie. The last time she saw May 
alive was the night of Dec. 30. May was 
at her home near the Hawes cottage 
and her father came anu carried her 
away after dark, saying. he was going 
to take her to Mobile to aconvent. The wit- 
ness stated that she had not seen Mrs. Hawes 
or Irene since Saturday the ist inst.; that 
Hawes told her Mrs. Hawes and Irene had 
gone away, that he had procured a divorce 
from his wife and would be married soon to 
a young lady living in Mississipm. Diligent 
inquiry was made by the authorities, but 
nothing could be learnea of Mrs. Hawes or 
Irene. It was ascertained that Hawes kad 
sent his little son Willie to his brother in At- 
lanta, Ga, but nene of the acquaintances of 
the family knew anything of Mrs. Hawes or 
Irene. 

The investigation for the next few days 
satisfied the public that Hawes was May’s 
murderer, but where were the mother and 
Irene? This question tated the public. 
Many thought they, too, had been drowned 
in East Lake, and that lake was drained of 
its water; but nothing was developed. Lake 
View is another park, in the center of which 
is a pretty artificial lake of about tive.acres. 
It is not far distant from the Hawes cottage, 

“and it occurred to the authorities that prob- 
ably Hawes had sunk the ether bodies 


in this. It was dragged for two days. 
In the meantime tell-tale evidences of 


butchery were found in the Hawes cottage. 
In a room, the floor of which was strewn with 
playtaings, little shoes, etc., splotches of 
blood were found on the floor, and daubs of 
some red liquid were found on the walls of 
an adjoining hall. The manifestations of pub- 
lic impatience and vindictiveness against the 
accused increased hourly, and as the nours 
of Friday, the 7th, ticked away the vengeful 
feeling of the masses became more dangerous, 
THE OTHER BODIES FOUND. 

About 3 o’clock in the afternoon of Satur- 
day the hook of a detective struck something 
soft and the battered body of Mrs. Richard 
R. Hawes was fished from thelake. The 
body hae been anchored with about fifty 


neck, waist, and feet with curtain cord. The 
skin had been wrinkled by the water and 
had been bleached a witchy white, but 
despite it all there was abundant evidence 
that the woman had been unusually hand- 
some in life. : 

The news soon reached the city, and the 
Corower soon reached the lake. That offi- 
cial, knowing the temper of the crowds on 
the street, ordered the body to be carried to 
the city by a roundabout circuit, so as to oc-

ST. LOUIS’ NEW BRIDGE COMPLETED, 


The Contractors Ready to Turn the Struct- 
are Over to the Owners. 

Sr. Lovurs, Mo., Feb. 28.—[Special.]—The 
last nail was driven in the new bridge across 
the Mississippi at 6 o0’clock tonight and the 
new structure is ready to be turned over to 
the company by the contractors. The work 


begun in January and has been earried for- 
ward steadily until lest evening, when it

The first pile for the beginning, of actual 
work on the bridge was driven Feb, 1, 1889, 
about thirteen months ago, and now the im- 
mense steel structure, containing three long 
arched truss spans aggregating about 1,600 
feet, and six short spans ee rene 900 
feet, spans the Mississippi.

WILL NOT ABOLISH THE FREE ZONE. 


A Dispute on the Mexican Border Settled 
by Presideat Diaz. 

Larepo, Tex., Fend. . — [Special.|—For 
some time past merchants on this side of the 
Rio Grande have deen endeavoring to 
bring influence to bear on the Mexican 
Government to force them to abolish the 
zona liber, or free zone, which extends along 
the river from its mouth to Ei Paso and has 
a breadth of twenty miles into the interior 
of the sister Republic. As oon as the move 
ment developed ali of. e border towns 
on the Mexican side beld meetings and 
sent representatives to the City of Mexico to 
confer with President Diaz to prevent, if pos- 
sible, the abolishment. Yesterday Amado 
Gonzales of Nuevo Laredo returned from 
the Mexican Capital, where he went as New 
Laredo’s representative, and brings the 
news that the Federal Goverment assures 
the border merchants in Mexico that the 
free zone shall not be abolished. The cities 
of Matamoras, Camargo, Querrero,. Mier, 
Nuevo Laredo, Piedras Negras, and Paso del 
Norte were especially interested in the mat- 
ter, and brought the influence of the frontier 
States of Tamaulipas, Coahuilla, Nuevo Leon, 
and Chihuahus to bear on the Federal Gov- 
ernment te prevent the move.

Mrs. Chynoweth and tersons are beley- 
ers in a singular sort of Christianity. They 
believe that the Bible vrecepts are to be 
lived up to today and that Christ's life should 
be taken as a pattern. They have no creed, 
ng system of doctrine, and no name for their 
belief. They are not willing to be classed 
with Spiritualists, yet they believe in trances, 
second sight, and spirit messages. Those 
who attend the school at Hurley are in- 
structed in this spiritual Christianity. 

HUW THE ORE WAS DISCOVERED. 

Two years ago the tamily purchased a 
large farm near San José in California, laid 
out a magninoent park, builta palatial resi- 
dence, and founded a school for laborers 
similar to the one in Hurley. Many 
families in Wisconsm who had 
been converted to the Hayes belief moved to 
San José and built homes around me park.

“ A short time atter that we spoke to Capt. 
Moore, who had been a prospector. He went 
in the direction mother had pointed until he 
reached the hills. When he returned to Ash- 
land he had with him alot of excelient ore 
that he had found near where the Colby 
mine now is. Tho news — 4 and 
many people started for the hills. A. L. Norrey 
staked outa claim where the Ashland mine 
now is, but later gave itup. Hart & Shores

SAYS HE HAS NO JURISDICTION. 


Judge Horten Renders a Decision in the 
Suit Against Judge Prendergast. 

Judge Hawes yesterday rendered his de- 
cision in the suit of W. T. Burgess against 
Judge Richard Prendergast, County Treas- 
urer George R. Davis, and County Clerk 
Henry Wulff, seeking to restrain Prender- 
gast from receiving and Wulff and Davis 
from approving and paying warrants for his 
salary as County Judge. It was urgéa that 
having qualified as Drainage Trustee Judge 
Prendergast nad by that act become disquaii- 
fied from holding his judicial office at the 


sume time. Judge Horton held that he bad 


no jurisdiction in the matter. His opinion 


Was as follows in substance: 


The statute, Chap. 112. Sec. 1, provides that, in 
case any person shall unlawfully hold or execute 
any office or any public officer shall have cone 
or suffered any act which, by the provisions of 
law, works a forfeiture of his office, quo war- 
ranto proceedings may be instituted in the mode 

bed to test the questions of the right of 
such person to bold such office. This applies to 
the office of Judge the same as to any other 


office. 

It is conceded that quo warranto is the — 
proper proceeding in this State to test the rignt 
of a person to hold an office. But it is claimed 
that this bill is not filed for that purpose, What 
ever the purpose may be it is the effect that tne 
court must consider. This court sbould not do 
indirectly that which it has no jurisdiction to do 
directly. Where the statute points out a juris- 
diction and mode of testing a question or right 
that, as a general rule, is a prohibition of any 
other mode in any different jurisdiction. 

An examination of the bill filed in the case 
shows in effect thatit is simply and only a bill 
to test the jurisdiction as to whether Judge 
Prendergast is holding aad exercising the office 
of County Judge of this county de jure. That 
can be tested only by quo warranto as provided 
by statute. 

Complainant cites People vs. Weber, 89 Ilin- 
ois, 348, and quotes from the opinion of the Su- 
preme Court in that case as follows: “ Whena 

y¥ sues or defends in his own right as a pub- 
1% Officer it is not sufficient that de be merely 
an officer defacto. To do this he must be an 
officer de jure. As an officer de facto he can 
claim nothing for himsel!.” 

It is argued that Judge.Prendergast is a de- 
fendant im this bill, and that. under this author- 
ity, this court has jurisdiction to inquire as to 
whether he is holding the office of County Judge 
de jure, so as to determine whether ie is entitled 
to receive bis salary. I do not so understand 
that opinion of the Supreme Court. If that be 
the proper interpretation of that opinion then 
the statute as to quo warranto is 
28 ignored, and all that is necessary 
to to test the question in Chancery 
as — ‘whether a person is holding and exercising 
& public office de jure is to file a bill making him 
defendant and presenting therewith some ques- 
won incident to the hoiding of the office, The 
case in which that language was used by the 
Supreme Court was when the relator apphed for 
a mandamus to compel the County Collector to 
pay over to him as City Treasurer of East St. 
Louis taxes belonging to that city, and the ques- 
tion of validity of tne relator’s election was put 
in issue by plea. 

The court sitting as a court of chancery has no 
jurisdiction Of the question presented by the bill.

In this case the trust combination was 
formed by the several sugar refineries them- 
seives, whose stock was transferred-to the 
Board of Eleven. In the case now to be 
cited, that of the People of Lilinois vs. The 
Chicago Gas Trust company, 22 Northwest- 
ern Reporter, page 78, decided in the same 
month, the trust combination consisted of a 
new corporation holding aseparate charter 
under the General Incorporation law of Ilh- 
nois. In applying for its charter the Gas 
Trust company stated the objects of its in- 
corporation to be “the erection and opera- 
tion of works in Chicago and other places in 
Ilhnois fer the manufacture, sale, and dis- 
tribution of gas and electricity; and to pur- 
chase and hold or sell the capital stock of 4 
gas or electric company or companies in Chi- 
cago or elsewhere in Lilinois.” Having re- 
ceived its charter the company purchased @ 
majority of the capital stock of each of the gas 
companiesdoing business in Chicago, four in 
number. 

The information charges by so pur- 
chasing and holding a majority of the shares 
of the capital stock of each of the four com- 
panies, tne appellee usurps and exercises 
d powers, liberties, privileges, and franchises 
not conferred by law.“ 

The court held, that by purchasing and 
holding such stock it secured the contro! of 
each.of the companies; that such control 
„by the sppeliee, an outside and independent 
corporation, suppresses competion between 
them and destroys their diversity of inter- 
est and all motive for competition. There is 
thus built up a virtual 9 in the man- 
ufacture and sale of gas. It also held, that 
‘*a corporation thus formed for the purpose of 
manufacturing and sellmg gas nas no 
power to purchase and hold or sell shares ot 
stock in other gas companies, as an incident 
to the purpose of its formation, even though 
such power is specified in its articles of in- 
corporation.“ 

Reference might also be made, did space 
permit, to a case lately decided in Michigan, 
known as the Diamond Match company case, 
in which a combination of all the maten 
companies of the country was crushed by 
a similur ruling. 

REGARDED WITH DISFAVOk. | 

So far from its being true, then, as Mr. 
Dodd seems to believe, that the sentiment of 
the people and of the courts in America 18 
tending to the encouragement of such com- 
binations, or that they are becoming recog- 
nized as of the beneficent species character- 
ized by him as unaccompanied by 
fraud, violence, or other injurious 
acts,“ precisely tbe contrary 18 
true. No court that has had such a 
combination before it has failed to crush it 
as illegal or as a criminal conspiracy. 

Another point made by Mr. Dodd is that 
the combinations respecting which he writes, 
and presumably the Standard Oil Trust 
among them, are advantageous both to the 
companies themselves and to the public. 

That they are advantageous to the compa- 
nies im the way of diminishing the cost of pro- 
duction and of preventing such a, reduction 
of prices by competiuon as to threaten them 
with bankruptcy, need not be doubted. In- 
deed, if there be an ideal condition for the 
manufacturing part of mankind it would 
seem to be that advocated and thus far rea l- 
ized by trust comparies—to produce and to 
compel the people to purchase at the com- 
pauies’ own prices. . 

POLICY OF MONOPOLIES. 

On the other hana there may be an ad- 
vantage to the public in the reduction of 
prices—undoub a great advantage when 
it occurs uncoupled with adverse conditions 
—that is, when not outweighed by its direct 
or collaterul disadvantages. When tne great 
businesses of the country are in the hands 
of trusts, and are upheld by the courts as 
legal, wages will be at their mercy, and may 
be so lessened that a reduced price for their 
productions may not redress the balance to 
the consumer. And the prices may not be 
reduced. They may, if the trust com- 
panies see fit, enhanced. That they have 
generally reduced prices, if Mr. Dodd is to 
be believed, may be due to policy, to affect 
public opinion, or, as. the Michigan court says, 
to crush competition, until they have become 
so firmly rooted that they cannot be dis- 
turbed. We should never forget what Pol- 
fexen said in the Sandys case on monopolies, 
in the English court: For a man to come to 
such contempt of riches as not to get what he 
can when he hath it in his own power is such 
a virtue as is not ordinanly met with in man- 
kind.” No trust company ever devised can 
be trusted to content itself permanently with 
a small profit when it can get a greater one. 
If such companies, by using the corporate 
powers granted them, effect a saying and 
thus increase their own profits, and do 
not proportionately reduce their prices, they 
are doing the public a wrong, for the 
grant was not made to them for their 
own advan but mainly for that of the 

biic. The doctrine contended for by Mr. 
d, in effect. is that they ought to be al- 
lowea to employ their corporate franchises 
and the thousand inventions and appliances 
tending to reduce the cost of production for 
their own benefit exciusively, save as they 
may, ex gratia, concede sometning to the 
people in the way of reduced prices. And it 
is idle for them to urge that what is com- 
potent for a trust company to do is compe- 
tent for everybody todo, and to say: “If you 
do not like our prices or our goods establish 
a rival trust, a rival combination of great 
capitals, another raiiroad, another gas com- 
pany, another Diamond Watch compan 
vourselves.“ To such a suggestion a suff 
cient answer is: As a mere verbal proposi- 
tion such a course is open to me, but prac- 
tically it 1s impossible. The power of an es- 
taplished trust like that the Stand- 
ara Oil company, even if methods of 
destroying competition are legitimate, is to 
that of any newly-estabiished competing 
company or any individual, as a million to 
one. To avoid, therefore, the evils of trusts, 
which may far exceed their advantages, it is 
absolutely necessary to say that such a trust 
when it evidently aims at, or, as human nat- 
ure is, must result in, a monopoly, shall not 
be allowed. That, ssi understand the law. 
is precisely what the courts,so far as they 
have spoken, have said; and that such will 
continue to be their judgment I venture to 
predict that no lawyer, who is not paid for 
doubting, doubts.

New York, Feb. 28. R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade says: 

Unseasonable weather and growing doubts 
about the monetary future do not help busi- 
ness, and reports this week gre less encour- 
aging. Ye: it must be remembered that the 
reports of dealers everywhere are liable to 
be much influenced by disappointment of 


vast hopes, so that they consider trade unsat- 


isfactory because it is not up 
to their expectations, because distribution 
does not suffice clear away stocks 
purchased, though tue amount of transac- 
tions may be larger than a year ago. To the 
trader who bought 20 per cent more than in 
any previous season, but bas only sold 5 — 
cent more, business is unsatisfactory. The 
enormous traffic during the latter of last 
year showed that exceptionally heavy pur- 
chases Were made, and the clearings indicate 
that settlements are in larger amount than a 
year ago, last week showing an increase of 
4 per cent at New York, 5 per cent at Boston, 
Philadelphia, and Chicugo, and 10 per cent at 
ail other places, But the prevailing tone just 
now is one of discouragement, 

Boston notes little improvement. The 
Philadelphia dry-goods market lacks life. At 
St. Louis the distribution of all seasonabie 
nee is fair in volume and collections satis- 

actory. The boot and shoe trade is fairly 
active and expecting the most prosperous 
season for several years, but there is still 
little trading in wooi, with some concessions. 
Trade is fairly good, exceeding last year’s at 
Cleveland; restricted by warm weather at 
Detroit; helped but little by colder weather 
at Milwaukee; good at Omaha; only fair at 
Kansas City, and up to the average at St. 
Paul, and many other points reporting. Col- 
lections, except as above noted, are generally 
reported fair, but at Milwaukee they are 
slow, and numerous extensions are obtained. 

Philadelphia finds the iron market weak 
for other than best foundry grades, dull and 
disappointing, speculative lots being all the 
time offered at prices below present cost of

Exchange on London has fallen from $4.86 
to $4.853¢ for actual business, the regent 
movement of securities here is believed to 
have been outward, and exports of prodacts 
from New York, show the last month an in- 
crease of 4 per cent over last year, against 
an increase of 9 per cent in imports bere. 
These figures indicate a small excess of im- 
ports for the month, and, on the whole, the 
chance of goid exports appearsremote. The 
interior money markets, also, are rather 
easier on the whole, and well supplied, with

ECHOES FROM WALL STREET. 


Reports of a Favorable Nature from a Ma- 
jority of the Railroads. 

New York, Feb. 28.-—|Special. |—Concern- 
ing the exaggerated reports of railroad war- 
fare in the West it must be remembered that 
the reduction of rates in granger territory is 
a reduction in one way only. it brings rates 
down to a basis that is an average of 20 to 30 
per centlower than that willingly established 
and maintained by the trunk lines between 
the Atlantic ports and the West, There 
is no cutting. It is an open reduction, 
which is met by all lines. It will 
stimulate business in the East and slightly 
reduce the cost of goods to the Western con- 
sumer. At the same time it setties the vexed 
question of prorating with the Western lines 
on through business. The trunk lines have 
upanimousiy decided to stop prorating 
through, and will return to the old practice 
of billing to their Western terminal and let- 
ting the Western roads add their own rates, 
whatever they may fix them at. In this re- 
spect there is an advantage to them. The 
rate ought still to be remunerative, and yet 
low enough to prevent the constant revewal 
of the charges of secret rates and evyasions 
by outside lines, 

A London correspondent writes: “The 
department that shows the greatest strength 
is the American. No operators that trade in 
‘Yanks’ are overloaded, but if other depart- 
ments were to experience disaster your 
‘rails’ would suffer to a certain extent in 
sympathy. Ido not, however, anticipate any 
trouble. There is a large bear interest, and 
this may be relied upon, paradoxical, though 
it May seem, to support prices. The situation 
resembles that of an army whose skirmishers 
have advanced too quickly. They cannot 
tall back without heavy loss, and their only 
hope lies in the chance that the main 
body will move up in time. Investors 
are putting in an appearance, and in- 


| dications are that their number will be 


sufficient to carry prices for home and Tor- 
eign securities higher. The safest course ap- 
pearsto be to confine speculation for the 
present to American shares. The best post- 
ed people on this side are so advising. The 
favorites are without doubt the Vanderbilts, 
Reading, Union Pacific, and Erie.

BIG FOUR PASSENGERS GET A SHAKING UP. 


A Passenger-Train Dashes Into a Freight 
Near Indianapolis. 

IypranaPpouis, Ind., Feb. 28.—The Big Four 
passenger-train No. 9, due here last night at 
10:45 from Cincinnati, collided with freight 
No. 55at “ Nigger Hill,” east of this city. 
The passenger-train was running at a high 
rate of speed, making up time, as it left Shel- 
byville at 10:50. The freight was standing 
on the main track, and, on account of the 
dense fog, was not seen by the engineer of 
the passenger until he was within a few rods 
of it. He reversed his engine, but it was too 
late, and both he and the fireman jumped. 
The train dashed on, notwithstanding the 
reversed lever, and crashed into the freight- 
train. The engine was badiy demolished, 
while the wreck of the freight-cars was total. 
The terrible shock awakened the sleeping- 
car passengers, and for a few moments pan- 
demonium reigned. The force of the collis- 
ion derailed several cars of the treight-train 
and delayed the arrival of the passenger un- 
til 4 o’clock this morning. Fireman Dilling- 
ham was the only persoa injured, he having 
been hurt in the jump.

„By the statistios of 1888 we tind that the 
number of of schoo age in the 
State of Illinois is 1,118,472. | number 
enrolled in the public schools for that year 
was 751,349. The number enrolled in private 
schools in the State was 100,465. You will 
see from this that the total énroliment in 
both public and private schools was 851,814. 
This leaves 266,655 persons of a school-going 
age who were not enrolled 


year. This number is almost one-fourth of 


the entire number of persons of school-going 


age. Some of these*are between 16 and 21 
years of age, and doubtiess may huve had 
some reasonable elementary training. But 
many of them must be of such an age that 
they ought to be in school. Observation in 
different places confirms the general impres- 
sion created by these statistics. In the City 
of Chicago, as early as the 13th of November 
last, 4,882 persons between 7 and 14 had been 
found who were not attending any school. 
In other parts of the State a similar condi- 
mon of things has been ascertained to exist. 
All the boys inciuded in this great number 
will some day, if they live, be voters, and if 
they grow up ignorant and learn the vices 
which they seem to be learning in the streets 
they will form a dangerous element in the 
voting population of the country. 

It was ta meet this emergency that the 
Compulsory Kducation law was passed. it 
was passed in the interest of education 
solely. In some quarters it has been char 
that the law had a partisan purpose. Such a 
charge is absurd. It was advocated in the 
Legisiature by a majority of ali parties. It 
was passed without a negative vote in the 
Senate, and in the House only six persons 
voted against it. There is aiso a principle 
involved. If it is right for the Government 
to compel the citizen to pay taxes for the ed- 
ucation of other people's children it is cer- 
tainly the right of that citizen to demand that 
the purpose for which the taxes are paid shall 
be accomplished. The taxpayer has à right 
to complain if, after being compelled to con- 
tribute to the support of free schools on the 
ground that the safety of the State requires 
the education of all the children of the State, 
he finds that 25 per cent of them spend their 
time on the street learning much that is evil 
and little that is good.” 

GENERAL INDORSEMENT, 

“Do you think the law has been generally 
and favorably indorsed?” 

„Ves. It was submitted in December, 
1888, to the State Teachers’ Association, ana 
after being fully and freely considered was 
unanimously approved. It was also approved 
by the Schooimasters’ Ciub at the same time, 
and ocher @ducational bodies. Since the 
passage of the law it has been carefully con- 
sidered by educational men, and in Decem- 
ber, 1889, it was unanimously approved by 
the largest meeting of the State Teachers’ 
Association ever heid in [llinois, So far as 
one may judge it is cordially supported by 
the friends of public schools in the State, 

In general, it may be said that the fore- 
most public-school men in the country favor 
this law. And they favor it because it gives 
promise of an increase of intelligence among 
tue people. It is thought a wise thing to se- 
cure for children what may be calied their 
educational rights. It is thought that a free 
State fails to do its duty when it allows any 
of the children born into it to grow up in ig- 
norance.“ 

‘What has been ‘e effect of the law!“ 

From mauy parts of the State reports 
come showing that this law has already ac- 
complished excellent results. In many places 
the attendance upon the schoole has been 
increased 10 per cent or more by its effi- 
ciency. In some cities new schools have 
been established to meet its requirements. 
In the City of Chicago, as earlyas Noy. 14, 
nearly 1,600 pupils hud been brought into the 
schoois through its pacncy. Since that time 
unquestionably the number has greatly in- 
creased. From Moline the most encouraging 
accounts are received. In the City of Spring- 
field, although at first the outlook was unprom- 
isine, the law has been humanely and wisely 
enforced and a truant officer has been 1 
pointed. The pubdlic sentiment which in 
that city was at first hostile to the law is now 
unaoimous in its favor. Nor is this favor- 
able condition of things confined to the large 
cities. Great good has also been done in the 
smaller towns and in ruraldistricts. For the 
evil which the law was intended to cure was 
not confined to the great centers ot “Wo 
tion. In remote country districte it was 
found that children of a school-going age 
were allowed to spend their time in idleness. 
In short the friends of the law are greatly 
encouraged dy the good that has already 
been acconrplished through its agency. 

It is not affirmed that the law is executed 
in every school district in the State. There 
has unquestionably been some neglect and 
some evasion of its requirements. But a 
great deal has been accomplished, and the 
outlook for the future is promising. 

NOT AN INSTRUMENT OF PERSECUTION. 

It is said that in some places the law has 
been made an instrument of persecution. 
Three such reports have come to tno office of 
the State Superintendent. In one of these 
cases at least it has been found on further 
investigation that the charge against tne 
School Board was unfounded. In the first 
rumor the facts had been misrepresented. 
This, considering that the State contained m 
1888 11,714 districts, is not a bad showing. 
The persecution has not been grievous ia 
amount. Indeed, itis very doubtful whewer 
any real injustice nas been done, in saying 
this the possibility of such injustice is not 
denied. In neighborhoods where ancient 
feuds exist, and where bad blood has been 
engendered, the parties may be willing to 
misuse the law, however just in itself, for 
the annoyanee of their adversaries: This is 
no argument at all against the law. 

“This law ought to be executed in a spirit of 
humanity. In many thousands of instances 
in this State it has accomplished its purpose 
without the infliction of any penalty. In- 
deed, the penalty is not the thing to pe em- 
phasized. Of course @ penalty is provided 
forin the law and must be. But a wise 
School Board will strive to accomplish the 
objects of the law by explaining. it to the 
people and oY an appeal to the highest 
motives in their minds as far as possible. 
The penalty should be the last resort.“ 

» Can tue farmers afford to lower the 
grade of their schoois?” 

The farmers compiain, and with some jus- 
tice it may be conceded, that they are not ad- 
equately represented in the -lawmaking 
bodies of the State and Nation. But do‘tney 
think that their political and social influence 
will be enlarged by their limiting the educa- 
tion of their cujldren or by lowering its 
quality? The source of power in this coun- 
try’is knowledge. Now, what do these 
farmers desire for their chudren! Do they 
want to see them trampled under foot when 
they are grown to manhood and womanhood 
by . belonging to other classes! This 
will just as certainly be the result as effect 
foliows cause if they depreciate the quality 
or diminish the quantity of the education 
they give their children. The farmers are 
very unwise in reducing the compensation of 
their teachers. The rurai districts of the 
State of litinois need the very best teaching 
in order that the farmers may be fit to hold 
their own in life,” |

Country—Expertences tn Borneo. 
Herbert Ward, the explorer, 
York Herald, is but 26 years smali and 
compactly built—what one might call a pock- 
et edition of Hercules.

Ia 
Borneo he met Hatton, the famous Bornese

This important tribe was governed at this 
time by a powerful savage, Mata Bwiki. by 
name. At the commencement of his command 
of this station Mr. Ward was forced to un- 
dergo the blood brotherhood ceremony” 
in conjunction with the chief. This cere- 
mony, said Mr. W is commen throughout 
Africa. An incision is made ig. the arm of 
each of the two participators in it. When 
the blood flows the wounds are sprinkiéd 
with potash, salt, and 148 made from 
a species of bran. Then the two inciséd 
arms are rubbed together, so that the flow- 
ing blood may intermingle. This done, the 
two become blood brothers and both swear 
to assist each other in timesof need. At the 
end of his three years of service Mr. Ward 
started for the coast.

COMMERCIAL CONDITIONS IN CHICAGO, 


Business Carried Oe in This City and the 
Distribation of Labor. 

Joe Gruephut, the statistician of the Health 
Department, has been collecting some valu- 
able facts in reference to the growth of Chi- 
cago which will probably be embodied in a 
forthcoming report, and which will have pe- 
culiar significance at this time when Chicago 
takes its rightful place as the leading Ameri- 
can city. Mr. Gruenhut prefaces his statis- 
tical facts with some remarks about the ad- 
vantages of Chicago’s location, and proceeds 


to say: 

Twenty-six railroads have their terminal 
depots here, and an increasing number of ships 
arrive and depart during the season of naviga- 
tion each year. As a distributing center for a 
world’s market Chicago is steadily rising in im- 
portance. Transportation by rail and lake and 
Wnolesale trade of all kinds include over = 
firms employing over 125,000 men within | 
city. 


> * — „ — * 

Over 3.000 manufacturing establishments em- 
ploy about 150,000 men, women, and young per- 
sons. Whole districts areexciusively devoted to 
factories, but the largest establishments have 
moved from the old business center to the out- 
lying districts, where building ground is cheap. 

Contractors and builders to the number of 
1,250 empl over 15,00 men ig the — y | 
trades and in street improvements. About 2, 
banking, loaning, insurance, and real estate 
firms employ over 6,500 men. 

Some 5,000 firms and an indefinite number of 
persons in the learned préfessions and intellect- 
ual occupations of law, medicine, science, arts, 
etc., make up an army of brainworkers of at 
a 12,000, while the Government employs over 


Ten thousand firms may be classified as capital- 
istic and wholesale,requiring large capital and ex- 
pensive pees 4 capacity, making Chica- 
zo a grea} place for clubs and associations of 


e retail traffic for local customers in small 
shops and stores, including also saloons, reétau- 
rants, boarding-houses, lodging-houses, etc., runs 
up to 27,000 firms with 80,000 persons, while’ less 
than 1,000 retail establishments in the b ess 
centres employ about 20,000 men, women and 
young persons.

Counting the three street-railroad compani 
the telephone companies, Gas Trust, cals lines 
anc peddlers, express-men, etc., it is a safe esti- 
mate that one person evt of every ten liv 
within the city limits is employed for local tradé, 
custom work, and personal service,

Transportation, wholesale trade, and manu- 
facture are almost exclusively carried on by 
Americans and English, the small shops and re- 
taul stores are divided between the Americans, 
Germans, and other nationalities according to 
their respective neighborhood. The intellectual 
professions and highly skilled arts sare over- 
whelmingly American, : 


In Chicago common labor is not as much as 40 
r cent of the whole, manual labor of moderate 
egree of skill is not less than 85 per cent 
occupations of high, very high, and highest de- 
gree of skill amount to 23 per cent. The re- 
spective shares of the latter degrees of skill in 
the total of 25 per cent cannot be estimated by 
any other means than an official census. : 
On these facts Mr. Gruenhut bases the fol- 
lowing reflections:

Periodicais aud Pamphiets. 

The Andover Review for February, as usual, 
contains several va luadie articles. The chief 
contents are: What Is Reality“ by the Rev. 
Francis H. Johnson; Unfair Burdens on Real 
Production,” Morris IL. Swift, Esq.; Tue Ed- 
ucation of the Roman Youth,” Prof. W. O.

The criticism of Dr. Palmer on the And- 
over theology are philosephical, acute, dif- 
ficult to be answered from the Andover point 
of view. He gives great credit to the new 
theology for ite better views ot God in Christ 
to humanity, but endeavors to show that the 
scheme is immature and will notin its pres- 
ent form bear the teste of a sound Christian 
philosophy and ef apostolic teachings.

You say that copyright is an artificial proper- 
ty. But until 1774 it was recognized as property 
at common jaw—that is, a natural property fest- 
ing on tne fact of production. At the.date named 
this right became limited only by the musiater- 
pretation of a statute which had been passed in 
‘the reign of Queen Anne for the express purpose 
ofencouraging authors and defending their al- 
ready existing and recognized natural right. 
That law had been rightly iptercpreted in a previ- 
ous decision; but in 1774 it was misdonstrued. 
And by the accident of Lord Mansfield not vot- 
ing this misconstruction became a precedent 
and was embodied in later statutes. But even 
so late as 1786 the State of New York continued 
to recognize the common law right. Why should 
these facts, which show that it was not originally 
an artificia) right, be ignored in the present con- 
sideration of the matter? Patents are different, 
and may correctly be called artificial, because 
they originated entirely as grants. Since we al- 
low foreigners to enjoy patents in this country, 
although patente are ‘artificial,’ why not ex- 
tend to them copyright, which has a much older 
and deever claim as property? 
[Common law rights are not natural or inher- 
ent—like the rights, for example, to “ life, liber- 
ty, and the parsuit of happiness — but are rights 
which have grown up through usage; and since 
the international copyright has not so grown up 
in this country we don't ses that Mr. Lathrop's 
argument amounts to anything. Copyright, 
whether national or internationalgis a question 
of expediency to be decided by each nation for 
itself, with reference solely to the best interests 
of its own people, and there is no question of 
morality involved in it. Every time Mr. Lathrop 
uses the words “honesty” and theft in his 
argument he begs the question.]

Among them is one by 
the Rev. J. C. Fernaid on “The Ethics of 
High License.“ The writer contends that it 
is sinful to sell liguor for common use and 
that the Government has no moral right to 
license asin. This reasoning is plausible, 
but fallacious. The Government may per- 
mit what it is wrong for an individual to do 
because more evil is likely to grow out of an 
attempt to prohibit the wrong than would re- 
sult from tolerating and taxing it. And high 
license is simply a tax on an evil which a 
Government has not the power to prevent 
but may restrict. Tne license, so called, 
does not create the evil, which already exists 
under the common law. Thus Moses regu- 
lated and restricted slavery, blood-revenge, 
polygamy, and divorce for many causes 
not morally justitiabie. It is dangerous for 
a man who professes to believe the Bible to 
be authoritative and true to maintain that 
the Legislature is morally responsiole for 
every long-intrenched evil which it restricts 
and tolerates but cannot dbolish. The legis- 
lator is bound to do the best thing he can to 
correct and restrain existing evils. But he 
is by no means guilty of giving a moral sanc- 
tion to every moral wrong that he tries to 
regulate and restrain. It used to be argued 
by the defenders of slavery that Moses sanc- 
tioned slavery by his regulative civil enact- 
ments in regard to it. And this raised up a 
host of skeptics on the other side who ad- 
mitted the premises of the slaveholder, but 
denied bis conclusion by denying that Moses 
acted by divine direction and authority. 
Moses was right and both classes of reason- 
ers upon his legislation were wrong. 

The Church at Home and Abroad for March 
has che usual variety of missionary intelli- 
gence.

New York Sun; The Chicago men must have 
made a pot of money on the World's Fair decis- 
ion if the bets were paid over after the action of 
the House, They have been putting up money on 
the issue foralong while, and undoubtedly a 
great dealof money will go out of Wall street 
and travel westward when the preliminaries of 
the World's Fair ure settled. A great number of 
brokers and business-men in Chicago who began 
the agitation there in July and August iast 
backed their preferences in solid shape by send- 
ing certified checks on to New York banking 
houses.

e subsequently sent a check for an additional 
sum, it likely that all of his wager 
was taken up.

One of the mem- 
bers of the World's Fair Committee said yester 
day that Chicago had achieved one result, at all 
events, by her agitauon in Washington, whether 
she got the Fair or not. ‘‘She has, he said, 
“forced New York to recognize her existence 
and to feel more or less jealous of her, and this 
is someth that never occurred before. All of 
the talking, blowing, amd boasting for years has 
been on the part of the Windy City. New York 
has paid as little attention to her praise as it has 
to her censure, and has throughout maintained 
an attitude of more or less contemptuous indif- 
ference.

‘Then there is the injustice done to native au- 
thors. Ifforeign steel rails or Canadian lumber 
could be stolen at will apd sold in our market 
against domestic rails abd lumber which have 
been honestly paid for, the infustice and injury 
to our dealers would be obvious. Is it not clear 
that as forced competition with stolen foreign 
books must repress and discourage American 
literature in the same way? The present move- 
ment is entirely American in its origin and 
its purpose. Its aim was 8 urged vy 
Henry Clay fifty years ago, and is distinctly in- 
tended to benefit the American people and 
Amenicag literature. Why should not American 
literature be encouraged, when we take so much 
pains to encour every other kind of American 
industry and useful growth? Why should Amer- 
ican authors be the only workers in our com- 
munity whom we force to compete ‘with unpaid 
labor! 

[Mr. Lathrop's most earnest supporters both 
in this city and the East are mugwumps and 
free-traders. They see no harm at all in compe- 
tition between American labor and underpaid 
though not unpaid foreign labor. We have yet 
to see a particie of evidence that any meritorious 
American works have failed on account of for- 
eign competition. Even if there were 
international copymght the American books 
that now fail would not succeed, as they 
cannot be widely circulated now in any form 
even in the cheapest editions. Take Howell 
and James, for example: the people who enjoy 
their books can afford to buy them and do buy 
them; and the people who chiefly read the= 
libraries would not read them d they were 
printed in that collection. We delieve the cheap 
editions appeal to.an-éntirely different constit- 
uency from that which reads the copyrighted 
books, printed in expensive form only. 

The objection to international copyright is 
quite as much that the author will under it con- 
trol the form of publication as that he will have 
a fair royalty on the sales of his books. If there 
is any way to pay the royalty without risking 
dear books and the evils of a publisher's mo- 
nopoly, we shall not object to international copy- 
right. In this connection it may be said that the 


election of the principal vendor of dear books in 
Chicago as the President of the local association 
is not partioularly reassuring.) 

It has been said that every one should be per- 
mitted to reprint foreign books here without the 
author's consent on condition of paying a roy- 
alty tobe fixed by law at 10 per cent.

disease of advanced civilization, and has 
found its most favored home in the hurry 
and worry and wil ana bustle of Ameri- 
can life. It is a disease which is in- 
teresting and appalling almost beyond 
measure. It isa decay of mind and, body 
which is exceedingly slow and grad but 
absoiutely certain and infinitely horribie. 
No man or woman whom it ever attacked 
ever recovered. Its victims are always in 
middie life,in apparently the full flush of 
health and vigor. In fact, for a long time in 
sts first stages the characteristics of the dis- 
eus is we unusual physical health of the 
“victim.

The Strange Exultation Attending «a 


Cavairy Charge. 

Detroit Free Press: We had been held in 
reserve on the second day at Gettysburg so 
long that men and horses became nervous 
and afraid. My horse was an old veteran 
who would drop his head and pick at the 
green grass with a battery firing on either 
side of us, but as the moments dragged away 
on this occasion he evinced a woman’s nerv- 
ousness. I looked down the lines and saw 
that the alignment was constantly being 
broken by the horses backing up or forging 
ahead. They could see the fighting to the 
right and in front, and the smoke from the 
Union battery to the left and in front of us 
drove back and over us and the horses 
breathed itin and biew it out of their nostrils 
in gasps. 

A tremor of excitement—a sort, of shiver— 
ran down the line. 

The wind had shifted a bit to blow the 
smoke to our left, and down across the mead- 
ows we saw the Confederate cavalry form- 
ing with the green woods for a background. 
Jeb. Stuart’s men were there—Ashby’s men

from Mosby’s command. There were frag- 
ments from every cavalry command we had 
met on the turnpikes of old Virginia, and 
there wasn’t a squadron which wouldn't 
stana foracharge.

Mme. de Gallifet is daughter of M. Laffitte, 
the banker, and wife of Gen. Marquis de Gal- 
lifet, Prince de Martigues, a brilliant officer 
in the French army. The house of Gallifet 
is one of the most ancient in French nobility 
and traces back in direct line to Jean de Gal- 
lifet, who, Gunter ie reign of Charies V., 
held a high position at court.

She had not the slight- 
est pretension to good looks, and when in 
Paris she said: “If I cannot be the most 
beautiful woman in France I can certainly be 
the uglie: t.“ She is daughter of Count Mau- 
rice von Sandor Slawnicza, and her maternal 
grandfather was the great Chancellor Met- 
ternich. Count von Sandor’s bravery is 
known throughout Europe. Ia his time no 
one could equal him iv riding or driving, 
and, like Bayard, he was sans peur.” The 
mother of the Princess was a saint, and in 
speaking of herselt Pauline would often say: 
„% Whatis most interesting in me is my 
father; what is best, my mother.“ 

When very young Pauline married her 
mother’s half-broimer, Prince Richard 
Clement Joseph Lothaire de Metternich- 
Wissembourg, Duke de Portella, Count de 
Koenigswarth, Chamberlain and intimate 
friend of the Emperor, and later Ambassa- 
dor to France. n the French court che 
young Prir ess was really a queen, and her 
gayety was bewildering, astonisbing. In 
one hovse she would sing French songs and 
German leder, play the piano like an 
artist, dance, and talk. An oid diplomat 
said of her on one of these occasions: 
ag woman is wisdom with the mask of 

olly. 

Beside the woman who sung comic songs, 
because they amused. her, there was another 
who studied and interested herself in seri- 
ous things, writer, painter, musician, 
philosopher, or politician never left the Prin- 
cess de Metternpich’s presence without feel- 
ing that we eatire life of the Princess was 
occupied with his speciality. The Princess de 
Metternich isa very original conversational- 
ist, and she photographs her ideas and 
colors her words unlike any one else.

To Vienna she goes in winter, and here 
she bas ine highest rank, waikme immedi- 
ately after tue Archauchesses, a privilege 
that belougs only to the houses of Motter- 
nich, Arenberg, Schwartzenberg, Lobdo- 
Witz, etc. The three daughters of the Prin- 
cess are married. The eidest is the wife of 
the hereditary Prince of (ttingen-Spiel- 
berg, tne second is Princess de Wallenstein, 
and the third has recently married a son of 
the Countess de Pourtales, another Ewpire 
celebrity. 

Sincerity is the great quality of the Prin- 
cess. She is generous in the highest degree, 
and not an unfortunate one turns away from 
her empty-handed, She is religious, and, 
practicing what she preaches, is respected by 
all who surround her. Should: the illness of 
the Princess de Metternich prove fatal there 
would be mourning among the high and the 
low—among those who have shared her celeb- 
rity and those who have been recipients of 
her bounty.

Berlin Letter in the New York Times: At 
the present monient there are in Europe four 
unfortunate creatures who, notwithstanding 
their sovereign rights, are hidden away from 
public view in magnificent but mysterious 
imprisonment. Of King Otto of Bavaria at 
Furstenried and of the Empress Carlotta of 
Mexico at tne © u of Borchegrave near 
Brussels it is tag ee necessary to say much 
here except to wattention to the fact 
that nothing has ever authoritatively been 
said in public of the cbnditon of their 
health. From time to time fictitious descrip- 
tions of their mode of life of their ec- 
eentricities appear in continental papers. 
But these are utterly unreliable and invaria- 
bly originate in the pen of some imaginative 
writer in search of a sensation, 

M would be far preferable if the Bavarian 
and Beigian Governments were to issve 
periodical reports concerning the state of 
the illustrious patients and bearing the sig- 
nature of physicians of recogu independ- 
ence and reputation. This would be par- 
ticularly desirable in the caseof the Empress 
Carlotta, for there are many persons at Brus- 
sels, Paris, and London who openly assert 


that her dementia has disappeared long since, 


and that she is only kept under ro- 
straint by by her brother, King Leopold, in 
order that he may retain control of the 
vast fortune which she inherited from her 
father. It is alleged that the larger part of 
the money has been already spent in connee 
tion with the Congo Free State, and that the 
remainder, too, is embarked in the same dis- 
astrous speculation. For years past the 
King has been making desperate efforts to 
recoup his enormous losses by means of 


Congo State lotteries, which have been re- 


garded with disfavor by all foreign Govern- 
ments, and even at the present moment he 
is straining every nerve in order to induce 
the great Powers to permit him to establish a 
customs tariff in the Free State. 

Some appearance of truth is given to the 
rumors concerning the ex- Empress, by the 
peculiar fact that an obstinate refusal has 
always been return to Queen Victoria's 
persistent and repeated demands to be al- 
lowed to visit her afflicted cousin, Carlotta 
being the only daughter of her British Maj- 
esty’s uncle, guardian, and most trusted 
counselor and friend. The two imperial 
ladies had been on terms of most sisterly 
intumacy until the beautiful Belgian’s de- 

arture for Vienna, and subsequently ior 

exico, Queen Victoria, therefore, strongly 


‘resents King Leopold’s refusal to permit her 


to see her cousin, and expresses ber aston- 
ishment that whenever she happens to leave 
England for the Continent the ex-Kmpress’ 
condituon 1s 4nvariabdly and immedia an- 
nounced as having suddenly become more 
critical. This she regaras as extremely sus- 
picious, and being convinced that there is 
something or other that will not bear the 
light of day in Carlotta’s treatment she has 
displayed toward King Leopold for several 
years past the greatest coldness and disfavor. 

Far more mysterious is the condition of 
the other two ex-sovereigns now under re- 
straint.

Nothing is more remarkable than the man- 
ner in which Ismail has dropped out of public 
sight. From the time of his accession in 
1868 to the date of his abdication in 1879 he 
was one of the most prominent and impor- 
tant figures on the chessboara of European 
politics. ‘here is hardiy a monarch or nota- 
ble statesman in Europe who has not been 


‘entertained by him on the banks of the Nile

Sir William Marriott, 
Advocate-General ot the Britisn army, and 
the Anglo-Egyptian lawyer, Broadley, 
whose conduct has recently led to his 
being bounded out of London, euch re- 
ceived from him a:sum of $36,000 for 
their Services in the affair. The Sultan 
reluctance to grant the requisite permission 
was aue to Ismatl’s reputation for being the 
cleverest and most unscrupulous intriguer in 
the world, and t@ his apprehension of the 
danger which would resuit from the pres- 
ence of suchaman at Constantinople. At 
length, however, Abdul Hamid yielded when 
it was pointed out to him that it would be far 
preferable to have Ismail within reach and 
under his own eye at Stamboul than at liber- 
ty to continue his plots and conspiracies in all 
the Capitals of Europe. 

Dec. 23, 1887, he embarked his harem and 


zuite, numbering some 500 persons, on board 


one of the largest vesseis of the Rubattino 
Line and prepared to sail from Naples to 
Constantinopie. The voyage began under 
ominous auspices, the ship bemg delayed 
three days within sight of Vesuvius by the 
terrible storm which prevailed. At length, 
on the 30th, the vessel cast an- 
chor off the Golden Horn, and severai 
of the principal officials of the Suiltan’s 
household immediately proceeded board 
to welcome Ismail in their master’s name. 
He landed ,the same afternoon and took up 
his residence at his fairylike and exquisitely- 
beautiful palace of Ermegtiian. The follow- 
ing day, a Friday, ismali was recéivyed by 
Abdui Hamid himself, who treated him with 
great distincuon, and even invited him to 
accompany him to the ceremony of the Sel- 
amlik and to pray beside him at the mosque. 

At the conclusion of the ceremony Ismail 
returned to his palace at Ermeghian, and 
from that time to this he has never been 
seen without its walls. Two years ago it be- 
mae eres — the Yildiz — ng that he had 
craved the Suitan’s perm n to proceed to 
Vichy for the benefit of his health. His im- 
perial Majesty had, however, curtly refused 
on the ground that the air at Constantinople 
was far more conductive to the heaith of a 
true believer, such as the ex-Khédive, than 
that of France. All attempts made by former

sition is more than usually eritical; for, 
since the visit of the German Emperor, his 
relations with the „ bave been 
exceedingly strained. i eik, whose 
name is Omar Lufti, is a tall lank man, with 
a repellent parchment-colored| face, and 
sternly opposed to everything foreign. Both 
he aud  fanaticai clergy — 
the visi „f the German Emperor, and were 
horrifie by the Sultan’s publie attentions to 
the Er ress. Indeed Omar alone, of ali the 
great dignitaries of the Ottoman Empire, re- 
fused to put in an appearance at any of the 
ceremonies or functions. during. his German 
Majesty's presence in the city. 

In view of the above circumstances the 
deaths of both Murad and of Khédive Ismail 
may be expected to occur at any moment. 
The former is dangerous to Abdui Hamid on 
account of his claims to the throne, and the 
latter on account of his vast wealth and 
cleverness. In the case of each the death 
vill be due to 17 th in the coffee, 
which was one of édive ail’s favorite 
methods of getting rid of persons whom he re- 
garded as obstructive to his projects. If these 
methods should a medieval and im-
